WE learn that a public test of the Zalinski dyna- 
mite gun is to be made in New York Harbor on 
S2pt. 15. A number of naval officers and the mem- 
bers of the two naval committees of Congress have 
been invited by Secretary Whitney to be present. 
The Secretary will reach New York on the evening 
before the trial to arrange for the entertainment of 
his guests. 


A GENER4L ORDER has been issued by the War 
Department proclaiming, by authority of the Presi- 
dent, a tract of land within the limits of the Uintah 
Indian Reservation a military reservation for the 
post of Fort Du Chesne. The area of the tract is 
six square miles, and the proclamation is accompa- 
nied by a proviso that the land be vacated whenever 
the interests of the Indians shall require it. 














Tse War Department is strictly enforcing the rule 
of ordering before retiring boards all officers who 
have haJ along siege of sick leave and apply for 
an extension. Two officers—Captain Arthur Morris, 
4th Art., and Captain Edward B. Rheem, 2ist Inf.— 
were this week ordered before boards at New York 
and Washington, respectively. They are both, it is 
believed, permanently incapacitated for further ac- 
tive service. 








It is now estimated by the Surgeon-General that 
the new Hospital Corps when fully organized in ac- 
cordance with the General Order on the subject, 
will consist of 875 men of the several grades, as fol- 
lows: Hospital Stewards, 160; Acting Hospital 
Stewards, 100. and 615 privates.

SECOND COMPTROLLER BUTLER has made a ruling 
which classifies the contracts in the Quartermaster 
and Commissary Departments as: First, emergency 
purchases, to be approved by the Secretary of War;

An officer of the Army of rank and experience 
writing of the recent General Order issued by Gen- 
eral Miles, prescribing field practice for the troops 
in the Department of Arizona during September 
and October makes the following comment: ‘‘ That 
‘field service’ order is here and I dare say it 
will receive more criticism pro and ccn than any 
Army paper that has been issued in the last 
ten years. Of course it will he condemned and 
ridiculed by the old fogies and those ‘that kill 
the prophets,’ professionally and conscientiously, 
but, on the other hand, it will be welcomed and 
appreciated by all who are really soldierly and pro 
gressive, and I still think that they are largely in the 
majority.” 








ArT least two bills were introduced during the last 
session of Congress having for their object an in- 
crease in the number of officers eligible for duty at 
colleges. These bills only failed of final passage, it 
is believed, through the apathy or indifference of 
the heads of colleges, in whose interest the bills 
were prepared, and owing to the fact that Army 
officers at colleges did not awaken interest in the 
subject. As the law now stands (see Section 1225 
Revised Statutes, U. 8.,) only forty officers can now 
be ordered on college duty, or hardly more than an 
None of the Territories 
have officers, and several States have none at their 
colleges. The great State of California has but one 
and no other State or Territory west of the Rucky 
Mountains has even one. By a little intelligent ef- 
fort on the part of college presidents and Army offi- 
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matter, legislation can easily be effected which will 
provide many institutions, now without military in- 
struction, with this desirable feature. Military 
drill is, when pi operly carried out, popular with stu- 
dents, and furnishes excellent physical exercise ; 
and it can not be objected to on the score of expense, 
since the U. 8. furnishes both officer and arms with- 
out cost. 








THE troops stationed at recruiting stations, 
according to authority recently obtained from 
the War Department, are hereafter to be mus- 
tered for payment monthly instead of quarterly. 
At stations where there are no paymasters the pay 
will be made up and forwarded to the nearest pay- 
master who will provide the necessary funds for the 
payments. It is expressly ordered, however, by the 
Secretary of War, that noexpense for travel shall be 
incurred in making these payments. With the ex- 
ceptions of Forts Monroe and McHenry, there are 
no other stations added to the list of posts origin- 
ally designated for monthly payments. There is a 
great pressure, however, from less fortunate posts, 
which itis hoped will result in making monthly pay- 
ments general before many months have elapsed. 








THE compilation of data for annual reports and 
estimates for submission to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, ate matters that are just now occupying 
the attention of subordinate officers and cle~ks of 
the War and Navy Departments, and their respective 
buresus, who have either returned or not yet started 
on their summer vacations. The estimates are due 
October 1, the annual reports from bureau chiefs 
about November 10. Among the data being pre- 
pated for the Secretary of Navy’s annual report, are 
statements from the several bureaus showing ex- 
peaditures for material and labor during the past 
20 years. It is presumed that this information is 
intended for a comparative statement, showing the 
difference in amounts expended and results accom- 
plished between former administrations and the 
present one. 








AN offiver well known for his zeal and ability in 
rifle practice urges us to set forth the advantages 
of photography as applied to that practice. In the 
assigument of officers to duty with the organization 
of the pending competitions, one officer was detailed 
with reference to his ability to take photographs, 
ete., he having a complete apparatus and photo- 
graphic stock. This, we believe, has not before been 
attempted. As this is a period when every target 
expert is interested in getting tp something new to 
advance the interests of this specialty, we are glad 
to call attention tothe value of photography.

grapher can.

RECENT DEATHS, 


Rear ADMIRAL THEODORE P. Greene, U.S. N., 
retired, died at Jaffrey, N. H., Aug. 30. He was born 
in Montreal, Canada, in July, 1810, appointed mid- 
shipman from Vermont Nov. 1, 1826, and served on 
board the sloops Warren and Ontario and the frig- 
ate Constellation, attached to the Mediterranean 
Sqnadron from 1827 to 1832. In 1832 he was promoted 
passed midshipman and attached to the sloop Vin- 
cennes of the Pacific Squadron, on board of which 
he cruised around the world. He was promoted 
lieutenant Dec. 10, 1837, and served principally in the 
Brazilian Squadron, until the breahivg out of the 
Mexican War, when he was ordered to the Pacific 
Squadron, and remained with it from 1846 to 1848. 
September 14, 1855, he was promoted commander» 
and from that time performed duty as light house 
inspector at the Mare Island (Cal.) Navy-yard until 
July 16, 1862, when he was promoted Captain. In 
1863 and 1864 he was in command of the St. Jago de 
Cuba and the San Jacinto. While commanding the 
latter vessel be was left in command of the East 
Gulf Squadron on the return home of Rear Admiral 
Bailey. While commanding the Richmond, of tbe 
West Gulf Squadron, in 1865, he protected the land- 
ing of the troops for the attack on Mobile. After 
the Civil War be was detailed for ordouance duty at 
Portsmouth, N. H., and in the command of the Pow- 
hatan was attached to the Pacific Squadron in 1867, 
He was promoted commodore July 24, 1867, and upon 
his return from China commanded the Pensacola 
Navy-yard from 1868 to 1870, He was retired Nov. 
1, 1871, and was promoted rear admiral May 24, 1883, 
He leaves a widow aad one son. 


Mrs. Mary Miter Ropes, who died at New 
Providence, N. J., Sept. 4.in her elghty-fifth year, 
was the eldest and last daughter of an historic re 
in the War of 1812. She was the daughter of Gen. 
James Miller, who led the bloody and su 1 
charge against the British battery at Lundy’s Lane, 
in 1814, for which brilliant achievement Congress 
voted him a gold medal, and the State of New York 

resented him with asword. When the Rebellion 

roke out she seat a/l four of her sons, also her son- 
in-law, into the Union Army, and her husband, 
then over sixty. years old, proffered his services, 
which were declived.

PURCHASE OF HORSES. 


Tue Second Comptroller, on Sept, 2, 1887, rendered 
the following decision : ‘ 

In the examination of the accounts of Paymaster 
Clark, of Newport, R. L., there appears an expendi- 
ture of $469.70 “for two (2) horses and expenses as 
per detailed bill. 

The Act of August 4, 1886 (24 Stat., 238), makes the 
—— appropriation, under which the foregoing 
expense is incurred: 


For repairs and improvements on buildings ; heating, light- 
ing and furniture for same; books and stationery; freight 
and other contingent expenses; facing building with Port- 
land cement; purchase of food and maintenance of horses, 
and mail wagon, and uttendance on same, six thousand 
ollars. 


I am bound to say that itis my opinion that Con- 
gress has made it evident that horses mieht be pur- 
chased for useat the Naval War College, and [I admit 
the item of $400, which was paid for the horses. The 
balance of the detailed bill shows that these horses 
to be used on the mail wagon of the college were 
purchased in Canada, and there are various items 
amounting to $57.20 incurred in purchasing the 
horses in Canada; items of *freight,’’ “‘insurancs,” 
*“ consul’s certificate of entrance,” “carriage from 
Alburgh (t), Vt., to Clarenceville, Canada, to see 
consul,” “carriage from Aiburgh (t), Vt., to Bed- 
ford, Canada, where horses were purchased,”” “ var- 
riage from St. Johnsbury to Danville, Vt., to inspect 
horses,’”’ “‘ telegraphing,”’ etc., appear. 

In view of the fact that this purchase is made 
under the certiticate of the Chief of Bureau of Navi- 
gation that “the public exigency required the im- 
mediate delivery of the articles specified above,”’ I 
must say that it seéms incomprehensible that the 
officers of the Naval War College had to go into 
Canadato purchase a pair of horses to be used on 
the mail wagon at the College. It seems quite re- 
markable that two horses for that purpose could 
not have been purchased in the vicinity of the War 
College; particularly when the certificate shows 
that there was a pressing necessity for the imme 
diate purchase of the horses. Until 1 bave further 
explanation I must hold up the items of theaccount 
other than these: “7'o one pair matched chesinut 
horses, $400.00; ’’ “‘ To stabling horses over night at 
Newport, R. I.. $2.00; ‘*To blankets for horses, 
$10.50." The balance of the voucher, $57.20, I charge 
against Commander George F. F. Wilde, who in- 
ocurred a expense, relieving the Paymaster of that 
amoun 








PRACTICE NAVAL OPERATIONS. 


Tue landing of the naval brigade of the North At- 
lantic Squadron and sham buttle at Coddington’s 
Point, on #riday of lart week came off according to 
the programme indicated in our columns. The New- 
port News gives this account of it: **Theships of the 
squadron left anchorage off the Torpedo Station 
and proceeded about tbree miles up the bay. A pon- 
toon bridge had atten 4 been erected to facili- 
tate the retreat to Coasters Harbor Island. The force 
embarked in 21 boats, which formed in lines abreast 
of the artillery, which consisted of Gatling guns, 
breech - loading howitzers and Hotchkiss guns, 
mounted inthe bows of the launches, and these 
formed on the right and left flank. The two battal- 
ions of infantry (blue jackets) took their station in 
the centre of the boats. As soon as the force was em- 
barked and the boats were well on their wey to the 
shore to take positions held by the ‘enemy,’ all the 
ships of the squadron fired heavy broadsides, and 
thus protected tbem and, under the fire of the art- 
illery, the landing took place. 

“The right companies of the first battalion and the 
left companies of thesecond battalion someeeee the 
skirmishing lines, und, at the order ‘skirmishers 
advance,’ the boats pulled to the shore and their 
occupants landed, formed and deployed as skir- 
mishers, and took their position in advance of the 
main body. The main body was then landed, the 
battalion formed and took the position designated 
by their commanding officer. As soon as the ma- 
rine vattalion was landed and formed, it proceeded 
out as skirmishers and relieved the first skirmish 
line, which then took its position in the proper 
place in the brigade. 

“The battle was now fought, and it wasa short 
but decisive encounter. After the ‘dead’ and the 
* wounded’ had been taken toa place of safety, the 
entire force retreated over a rather poorly-con- 
structed pontoon bridge, which had been built un- 
der the direction of Lieut. T. C. McLean, and re- 
treated to Cousters’ Harbor Island, where a dress 
parade took place near the War College. 

“Tne brigade was reviewed | Rear Admiral 8S. 
B. Luce and his entire staff, in full uniform. The 
music was furnished by the New Hampshire band. 
The brigade was under the command of Com- 
mander G. F. F. Wilde, whose adjutant was Lieut. 
A. C. Dillingham. The other staff officers of the 
brigade were Lieut. T. OC. McLean, the military en- 
gineer, Paymaster Albert W. Bacon, as b de com- 
missary; Surgeon A, F.. Magruder, as brigade sur- 
geon; and Past Assist. Eng. W. M. Parks as aid. 
The marine battalion was commanded by Capt. F. 
H. Harrington, and the two battalions of blue 
jackets were in charge of Lieuts. W. H. Reeder 
and A. B. Speyers. The artillery was commanded 
by Lieut. Arthur P. Nazro.” 

The N. Y. Herald account adds: “As a result of 
the recent great gun practice of the North Atlantic 
Squadron off Brenton’s Reef Light on Tnesday the 
new cruiser Atlanta to-day hoisted the ee pen- 
nant, having defeated the Galena, which has for 
some time carried. off the prizes. The other ships 
stood as follows: Galena, mond and Dolphin.

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THE PAY OF CAPTAIN FARQUHAR. 


Tue Second Comptroller has rendered the follow- 
ing decieion in the matter of the pay of Capt. Far- 
quhar, U.S. N., while serving upon court-martial: 

By an order of the Navy Department, Nov. 16, 
1886, Capt. Farquhar was appointed a member of the 

eneral court-martial to convene at the Norfolk 

avy-yard on Nov. 23, 1886. The order says, further: 
“This employment on shore duty is required by the 
— interests, and such service will coutinue until 
. 31, 1886, unless it is otherwise ordered. When 
omg 1 5 this duty you will return to Washiug- 
ton, D.C.” 

Endorsed upon this order is the following: “U. 8. 
Navy yard, Norfolk, Va., Nov. 27, 1886—By direction 
of the retary of the Navy, the court is adjourned 
until further order, and — will return to Wash- 
meton, D. C.” Signed by the President of the 
General Court- martial. 

In communication of July 13, the Fourth Auditor 
transmits this order and two communications of the 
Navy Department for my consideration and decis- 
ion upon the question as to whether or not Capt. 
Farquhar is entitled to the difference between wait- 
ing order pay and other duty Pw! from Nov. 29 to 
Dee. 31, 1886, amounting to $63.29. The fourth Aud- 
itor holds that the members of this court-martial 
should be allowed only waiting order pay from Nov. 
27, 1886, allowing the time necessary for each to 
reach home. In the commupications from the Navy 
Department, bereinbefore referred to, I find in a 
letter from the Secretary of the Navy of Feb. 14, 
1887, addressed to Comdr. Dickins, that the Depart- 
ment considers that the order convening the court- 
martial and designating its members expired by 
limitation Dec. 31, 1886, and that until that date the 
officers designated in the order were members of the 
court, and were entitled to duty pay up to that 


time. 

On July 11, 1887, the Secretary of the Navy, in his 
communication to the Fourth Auditor, maintains 
that the Department order of Nov. 27, 1886, “ad- 
journing the court until further orders, did not re- 
lieve the members of the court from duty. The or- 
der was issued for the purpose of enabling the mem- 
bers to return to their homes or stations, pending 
the examination of the proceedings, and so that the 
Department might, if necessary, be able to reassem- 
ble the court.”’ 

Tn the “Regulations, relating to the Pay Depart- 
ment, U. 8. Navy,’’ published in 1878, chapter 9, sec. 
44, is as follows: 

“Officers attending a court-martial under orders, 
as members or witnesses, are thereby placed upon 
duty day. 

“The members of a court-martial are considered 
as on duty from the time of leaving their domiciles 
until their return thereto by order of the Depart- 
ment, and are to be paid accordingly, though they 
may have been in the interval temporarily relieved 
from attendance by the president of the court.” 

The last clause of Article 45 of the Regulations 
governing the Navy orders that “the court is en- 
joined to sit from day today, Sundays excepted, un- 
til sentence is given, unless temporarily adjourned 
by the authority which convened it.” 

There is nothing on the face of the order to Capt. 
Farquhar, or in the endorsement thereon, to show 
that the court did not exist until Dec. 31, 1886. The 
endorsement simply adjourned, but did not dis- 
solve, the court, and the fact that thereis no evi- 
dence that after the 27th of November, 1886, the 
court reconvened, cannot show that the court ex- 

ired on the 27th ot November, 1886. It was ad- 

ourned until furtber orders, 1n order that the pro- 
ceedings of the court mignt be examined, and that 
the court might be, if necessary, reconvened. I 
conceive that there is nothing contrary to law in 
the order of Nov. 27, 1886. It adjourns the court and 
orders the officer to return to Washington, D. C. 
Tbe court, therefore, still exists and the officer is a 
member thereof, and as such he is entitled to shore 
duty pay. 

As, in two or three instances recently, there have 
been brought to my attention cases similar to this, [ 
would to suggest to the Secretary of the Navy 
the consideration of these facts and the regulations 
under which courts-martial are convened and ad- 
journed. In the case under discussion, the order 
adjourning the court does not follow the regula- 
tions above cited, to wit, Chapter 9, Sec. 44. It 
would seem that without invalidating the existence 
of the court, the order might have been so framed, 
under Sec. 44, as to pay the officer for the actual 
shore duty rendered, without making the Govern- 
ment liable for the difference between one month’s 
shore duty and one month's waiting order pay. It 
is not clear from a reading of the order whether he 
is ordered to return to his domicile or to his station. 
The order to members upon the adjournment of the 
court should be so framed that, upon the adjoura- 
ment and the return of the officer to his domicile, 
shore duty pay willend. This need not in any way 
jeopardize the existence of the court-martial as a 
awful body during the balance of the time between 
the oo of adjournmeut and the day set as ite limit. 

I believe that it is pot the intention of the Depart- 
ment, uor is it the intention, as expressed in the 








Regulations of the Navy, Sec. 44, thac members of - 


a court-martial shall receive full shore-duty pay 
during the legal existence of the court-martial, 
whether or not they are actually serving as mem- 
bers thereof; but that they should be paid for their 
services until the court adjourns, after which time 
they are at liberty to return to their domiciles or 
stations, unless the court re-convened. Upon a 
reassembling of the court, the same rule as to. pay 
wouid be foliowed and shore-duty pav would be 
given the officer for so long a time as he was actually 
engaged as a member of the court. I might suggest 
further that if, in ordering a court-martial to con- 
vene, tne Department would give it a longer period 
for existenve, it would be easier and more conven- 
ient for the Secretary to review its action after 
adjournment, and, if necessary, to order a re-con- 
vening of the court. ‘ 

By following a rule of this sort it would seem that 
no injustice is done to the officer; that he is paid 
shore-duty pay for his services actually rendered, 
and that the Government would not be liable to pay 
—— sums of money for services not ren- 

ered.

MILITARY NEEDS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE frequently read suggestions upon the sub- 
ject of reform and reorganization, but none that [ 
have seen seem sufficiently clear to guide one 10 any 
very defini‘e line of thought. One, however, in my 
opinion, comes nearer to the requirements of the 
situation than any other. That is the formation of 
home, er reserve battalions, in the regimenta of the 
— in the different States, as suggested by Col. La- 
zelle. 

I think that each regiment of infantry should con- 
sist of three battalions of four companies each, one 
battalion of which should be held in reserve asa 
skeleton formation, without ealisted men, while the 
other two battalions should be full to fifty men per 
company each, peace footing, and be in active 
service as now. The entire strength of this arm 
should be about one compauy in activeservice to 
each member of the House of Representatives, and 
each regiment should be accredited to a geographi- 
eal district in proportion to the population. In 
time of war all companies sbould be quickly filled 
to 200 men each, the reserve battahons manued, and 
ordered to join the other battalions in the field. 

These active or mapned battalions should have 
tours of service of six years each, to be rehevei by 
the passive battalions in turn, thus giving one bat- 
taliou of each regiment a tour of three years iu 
nine, out of regular line service with troo The 
officers of the ve battalionsshould be placed on 
duty with the National Guard as udjutants, iospec- 
tors, instructors, ete., and professors of military sci- 
ence atsuch colleges and universities as may need 
them. These officers sbould also fill such details as 
are now taken by officers who would otherwise be 
with their battalions, and should also take this in- 
active period to be sent to the several U. 8S. War Col- 
leges for their own instruction in the advanced 
vourses of military science. Under this plan, vaicu- 
lating upun 360 members of the House, there would 
be 360 companies for active service, or 45 regiments, 
each having eight companies or two battalions with 
50 men per company. This would aggregate 18,000 
enlisted infantry in service. Euch battalion should 
be a unit, distinctively. ’ 

The other arms of the Service should be organ- 
ized in a like manper, having the same proportion- 
ate strength to the infantry as now. The artillery 
should have a greater number of light batteries ip 
active service. 

The National Guard should be organized in the 
same three battalion formation, but with all the bat- 
talions filled to the limit of allowance. They should 
be armed, uniformed and equipped by the general 
Goverawment, and each regiment called into active 
camp service at least for 15 or 20 days of each year, 
for practical instruction and discipline. As many of 
these troops as may be practicable may be mobil- 
ized, on completion of this tour of camp duty. to 
such points, and in conjunction with such line 
troops as may be most convenient, to be exercised 
in grand tactics and field manceuvres for at least one 
week more. 

By the organization of the line regiments, as 
above proposed, the National Guard would thus 
have professional officers constantly on duty with 
them, and this would be the means of soon grinding 
them ivto admirable shape. 

One of the greatest faults with our National 
Guard, and which the Government should take in 
band, is the proneness of the vast majority of these 
regiments to adora themselves in all the gold lace 
and splendor of daneing monkeys ona show day. 
These uniforms are simply ridicuious—neither use- 
ful nor ornamental. Muvh neater and more service- 
able uniforms could be had for one third less cost, 
and certainly more in harmony with the require- 
ments of a modern military service. Where is there 
. — tasty dress than the State uniform of New 

or 

The strength of the National Guard should betwo 
regiments to one of the line; and, in time of war, 
like the line regiments, should be immediately filled 
to the standard of 200 men to each company. 

The six-year change to their accredited districts, 
of one-third of the officers of the line, or those whose 
turn it becomes to serve with the skeleton forma- 
tion, is probably one of the best things that could 
be set on foot for them. It is a well-known fact that 
many of these officers, from a ae gener life beyond 
the extreme limits of civilization, coming in contact 
but seldom with the more enlightened world, either 
from their own indifference, or torce of circum- 
stances, have a tendency to become sluggish and 
narrow in their ideas. Three years’ servicein nine 
amidst the push and goof our American city life, 
would add new energy and vigor to their manhood, 
anda world of benetit to the service in general. 

I would suggest that a memorial signed by as 
many of the most } ne ey citizens, as well as mi- 
litary and naval officials, as bie, be presented 
to Congress, petitioning for the assembly at Wash- 
iugton at an early date of a convention of military 
men, about one bundred of the most noted, to take 
into consideration a plan for the relief of the line of 
the Army and National Guard, looking to its reor- 
ganization upon a modern and improv: This 
convention, presided over by the Secretary of War 
or the lLieut.-General of the Army, could appoint 
an Advisory Board which pao ay na] by ong

Adams and party left Meeker 
for Denver Sept. 1 and Geu. Crook started for 
Omaha. 

Gen. Crook, Sept. 3, acknowledged receipt of tele- 
gram which conveyed to him the instructions of the 
Acting Secretary of War regurding the removal of 
unautborized persons on the Uintaand Ouray reser- 
vations, and reported the pecessary action taken 
and the Utes ali op the reservation and everything 
quiet for the present 

The nicth annual reunion of soldiers and sailors 
of Nebraska was held at Omaha from Sept. 5 to 10, 
and was attended bv nearly 60.000 people. Some 
1,800 tents were pitcbed on the camp ground, which 
was located about three miles north of the city, ana 
named Camp Logan. By orders of the Secretary of 
War, the United states troops at Forts Omaha, Nio- 
brara and Sidney ee, as did also Capt.

who takes hurdles when be comes across a big word.’” 
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THE PHILADELPHIA CENTENNIAL. 


DvRIinG the present month of September, the adop- 
tion of the National Constitution by Pennsylvania is 
to be celebrated in Philadelphia with all possible 
elaboration and splendor. This is as it should be. 
No State, with the possible exception of New York, - 
owes in a greater degree to the adoption and en- 
forcement of the Federal Constitution, its past and 
present wealth, prosperity and greatness, than does 
the lordly Republic of Pennsylvania. Under the 
rule of the Revolutionary Congress, and its suc- 
cessor the Confederation, this, and all the States, 
had sunk into weakness, lawlessness and bank- 
ruptcy ; and this condition of affairs was inevitable. 
It was one of the chief misfortunes of the Revyolu- 
tionary Congress that it was both a legislative and 
an executive body. The laws which it passed it ad- 
ministered by boards and committees. The habit of 
discussion became the predominant and overruling 
habit. Washington found it impossible to bring 
Congress to look at any question from the point of 
view of action. Hence, month after month was lost 
in debate, when debate was not only useless but had 
a fatal power to delay. 

Another cause of our misfortunes during the war 
was the want of an army enlisted forthe war. The 
necessity of preparing, year by year, the materials 
by which the year of war was to be carried on, was 
felt, among the common soldiers by imperfect dis- 
cipline and a mutinous spirit ; among the officers, 
by the want of knowledge of their men; in the 
finances, by the annual calls for bounties and the 
reckless waste of stores, in the power of the Army, 
by the weakness engendered by ignorauce of the 
rules of health and of the plainest requirements of 
camp life. Lastly, the great body of the people 
were unquestionably tired of the war. The errors 
and dissensions of Ovngress had destroyed all 
confidence. Efforts, which had seemed the Na- 
tional tribute of a good citizen in the first year of 
the war, seemed, irresistibly, needless sacrifices as 
the war went on ; its poverty, its defects, its ex- 
treme privations, its lack of patriotism, its apparent 
imbecility and aimlessness, had chilled and dis- 
heartened the people. 

The leading statesmen, however, hoping against 
hope, struggled for a stronger Government, and the 
Confederation sprang into being. But this too 
proved inadequate. Its history during the twelve 
yeare of its existence is that of the utter prostration 
of every public and private interest. It was the 
extreme weakness of the Confederate Government 
which caused the war to drag its slow lengti: along 
through seven dreary years, and which, but for a 
providential concurrence of circumstances in Eu- 
rope, must have ended it in anarchical disaster. 
When at last peace was proclaimed, the Congress 
had dwindled to a feeble junto of twenty persons, 








which had so forfeited public confidence that its 
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decisions were absolutely without influence or re- 
spect. The treaties it had madeit was forced to 
see violated and treated with contempt by its own 
members. It had no standing among the nations, 
because it had no power to maintain the faith of its 
national obligations. The commerce of the country 
was prostrate and ruined. Private debt was uni- 


versal. Bankruptcy was the general rule, solvency 
the rare exception. The currency had only a nomi- 
nal value. 


And yet, in spite of the universal misury of the 
country, the opposition to the new Constitution 
through the several States was very great. Failure 
to comprehend its principles and tendencies in ad- 
vance; fear of its centralizing all power in itself; 
of its developing into a monarchy, an oligarchy, or 
an aristocracy; dread lest it should speedily extin- 
guish State existence; and a reluctance to renounce, 
so soon after gaining them, so many of the rights of 
sovereignty as it manifestly appropriated to itself, 
were among the honest causes of this strong an- 
tagonism. The dishonest were the selfishness and 
demagogism of the ‘‘ bosses,” who existed then as 
. now. The horrors through which the country had 
just passed, however, and a terror of their continu- 
ance in case no better government could be adopted, 
Jed to a final acquiescence in what was certainly a 
bold and dangerous, because untried, experiment. 
Before the end of 1787 the central tier of States, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey, had taken 
favorable action on the new plan of Union—Dela- 
ware the first. In January, 1788, Georgia and 
Connecticut did the same; Massachusetts next, by a 
vote of 187 to 168; Maryland in April, by 68 to 11, 
South Carolina came next, in May; then New 
Hampshire. In June, 1788, Virginia ratified; and, 
after along and bitter struggle between the Feds 
and anti-Feds, New York followed tardy suit on the 
26th of July of the same year, on which day next 
year she too might do honor to the act: which, almost 
against her will, compelled her into greatness. 

The incidents which closed the struggle in New 
York may not be without interest now. The news 
that Virginia and New Hampshire had ratified 
reached New York early in July. This gave more 
than the requisite number of States to make the 
Constitution the organic law, and it was no longer 
&@ question whether the people of New York pre- 
ferred the old Confederacy; for that was dead; but 
whether they should secede from the Union and set 
up for themselves, as a famous man publicly 
urged New York City to do in 1861. In the Con 
vention, when the final vote was taken, fifty-seven 
delegates beinz present, thirty voted for ratification, 
twenty-seven against it. This small majority was 
obtained through the eloquent appeals of Alexander 
Hamilton and only under assurances that the Con- 
stitution should be modified in many points—as it 
immediately was by what now constitute the first 
ten amendments. 

The Federalists of Albany on receiving the news 
of ratification appointed a day to celebrate the glor- 
ious event. They formed a procession and began a 
march through the principal streets, under the lead of 
General Schuyler and Stephen Van Rensselaer. 
The anti Feds came together on the same day, made 
Speeches the violence of which was only equalled by 
the fury of their actions, and publicly burnt the 
Constitution in the street. Both parties were greatly 
excited, and on mveting in Green street the anti- 
Feds had the audacity to dispute the passage, with 
a cannon loaded with pebbles. Some of the more 
moderate among them, however, had had the good 
sense to secretly spike the gun and it would not go 
off. A serious affray occurred notwithstanding; 
the anti-Feds throwing stones and brickbats, and 
the rejoicing Feds, who were in uniform and armed, 
using their swords and bayonets. Several were 
badly wounded in the melee, though no one fatally 
injured, 

We have mentioned in this brief account all the 
original States of the Union, except North Carolina 
and Rhode Island, which held out against ratification 
for some years; North Carolina till November, 
1789, and Rhode Island till May, 1790. The dis- 
ordered conditions of the finances of these two 
States and the devotion of their ruling spirits to 
bills of credit and legal tenders, by which they 
. hoped to grow rich, explain their refusal to unite. 

They were brought to terms after considerable 


pressure had been exerted ; pugnacious little Rhode 
Island only after Congress had passed a bill pro- 
hibiting commercial intercourse so long as she per- 
sisted in claiming to be a sovereign and independent 
nation; and requiring her to pay her quota of the 
Continental debt, which the General Government 
had assumed in the case of all the other States. Her 
bumptiousness was great, and the Dorr rebellion of 
1842 showed that fifty years of peace had not 
wholly expelled it from her nature; but still 
this appeal to her pocket ‘‘ fetched” her for the 
time, and she succumbed. 





THE NEW ORUISERS. 

Tue wide-spread and generally fair criticism 
which the recent successful trial of the steel cruiser 
Boston has elicited, is the best evidence of the in 
terest felt by the country at large in the success of 
the present attempts to place our Navy on the high 
plane of efficiency which it once occupied before the 
whole world. It is uadoubtedly the wish of a large 
portion of the citizens of the Republic that this su- 
periority may be reproduced in the new Navy, now 
in process of evolution from American material in 
the hands of American workmen. The effect upon 
our Congressional lawmakers in the coming battles 
over the appropriation bills will, it is fair to pre- 
sume, b3 of sucha character that the good work 
will go on, gathering momentum withevery ad- 
vance, until the ‘told Navy” is a thing of the past. 
Then, with the new Navy, embodying the American 
principle of maximum effect with minimum mate- 
rial, we may hope to occupy our former place. 

The success of the “Boston in exceeding the con- 
tract horse-power will undoubtedly spur on the 
contractors and builders of the various vessels 
already begun to increased efforts in the same di- 
rection. It seems to be good policy to wait for the 
new ships’ performances before committing the 
country to a policy of costly experimenta‘ion when 
it has the means, at home and abroad, for testing 
pretty nearly all of the theories which have been or 
may be advanced for national defence on the high 
seas—at home in the ships already authorized but 
not yet tried, abroad in those vessels now being, 
and to be, constructed by the various maritime 
powers of the Old World. 

It appears that the new cruiser Atlanta must be 
docked, and that speedily, or be numbered among 
the lame ducks of the Navy. Itis said that from 
not seasonably docking her, thus allowing the bot- 
tom to get foul from more than six months’ service 
without inspection, as well as from a break in the 
propeller while aground for half an hour last sum- 
mer near Newport, the speed of this fine ship has 
become much impaired, so that with fifty revolu- 
tions of the engines it is but little more thar eight 
knots. The practice inaugurated on the Atlanta of 
detailing the men of the engineers’ force from their 
legitimate duties in the engine room for service on 
deck is rapidly handicapping the efficiency of the 
steam department, and unless it is soon realized 
that the efficiency of ship and battery is directly 
proportioned to the state of the motive power, the 
value of our new cruisers will be greatly reduced. 

The following tabulated report of the performance 
of the motive and other machinery of the Boston 
during the successful trial trip of Sept. 1, wilil be 
read with interest by all who have an intelligent in- 
terest in the welfare of the new Navy. By refer- 
ene to the appropriate column, it will be seen that 
the maximum aggregate herse-power developed was 
no less than 748.5 in excess of the requirements of 
the contract, while the mean horse-power for the 
six hours during which the trial continued is more 
than 279 greater than called for, so that the Bos- 
ton occupies the unique position among American 
naval vessels of having done considerably more 
than was expected. Under the head of ‘‘ Indicated 
Horse power” it will be seen that three cylinders 
developed a fairly equal distribution of power. By 
reference to the table of performance, given at the 
time in our columns, of the trial trip of the Atlanta, 
April 18, of the present year, it will be seen that 
the amount of power developed by the auxiliary 
machinery of the Boston 1s considerably less than 
on her sister ship, in one case this being 852 and in 
the other but 325 horse-power. Taken together 
this table will show that the Boston possesses en- 





gines of unusual efficiency and power.

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"The engines of the Chicago a are being subjected to 
the preliminary dock trials before the free route 
tests prescribed by the contract, and so far as can 
be determined the machinery of this vessel will 
easily comply with the requirements of the Navy 
Department, and bid fair to be as successful as those 
of her predecessor, the Atlanta and Boston. Much 
interest centres in this ship from the fact of her 
having an unusual type of engine and boiler (un- 
usual, at least, in the Navy), so that her perform- 
ances will be criticised with more sharpness. than 
those already tabulated. A full speed trial of the 
Chicago will probably be made very soon. 





THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


Ir has been gratifying to observe that the third 
year of this new institution in. our Naval Service 
began on the morning of Sept. 5 under most favor- 
able circumstances. The weather was delightful, 
and many ladies and gentlemen besides the officers 
from the vessels in the harbor at Newport, and 
others who happened to be in that neighborhood, 
were present at tue opening lecture. Captain 
Mahan, the President of the college, introduced the 
lecturer, Commander Sampson, the Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, as the officer chosen to de- 
liver the opening address. Commander Simpson 
traced the progress of naval wacfare from the old 
days to these times of steel armor, electric lights, and 
high-power and revolving cannon and the torpedo. 
The importance of closely studying tactics under 
such changes was dwelt upon, as also the need of 
understanding icternational law. Oommander 
Sampson also dwelt on the necessity for having 
the War College near deep water, where many 
things taugbt could have practical exemplification, 
and the advantage of having the North Atlantic 
Squadron to co-operate with the college and carry 
out a system of tactics and gunnery, as well as the 
need of having and discussing a comprehensive 
scheme of attack or defence im case of complications 
arising with a foreign power where the Navy would 
pe called upon to bear the brunt. A complimentary 




















reference was also > aah to Rear Admiral Luce, to 
whom the War College owes so much. 

Since the opening exercises the course of lectures 
has gone on in its usual quiet method. The session 
will continue steadily until three days before Christ- 
mas, with two lectures each day, except Saturday 
and Sunday. The programme by months runs as

tt will be observed that this furnishes a course of 
great variety and interest as well as one of great 
importance in all its parts. 

Although no appropriation for the maintenance 
of the Naval War College was made at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, the Department still finds a way 
in which to keep its intellectual forces at work, 
even though the material improvements and neces- 
saries are not forthcoming. It is most unfortunate 
that the small amount asked for by the Secretary 
should have been refused, especially as this refusa] 
was confessedly based upon the opinion held by 
some members of the House Naval Committee that 
Newport is not the place at which such an institu- 
tion should be established. The admirable address 
of Commander Sampson, already reterred to, sets 
forth the impropriety of its being associated with 
the Naval Academy, and this address should be put 
m the hands of the Naval Committees of the com- 
ing Congress. 

The Journal of Aug. 13 contained an article on 
‘*Naval Strategy,” based upon the essay on that 
subject read by Lieutenant Snell, R. N., before the 
Royal United Service Institution, in which allusion 
was made to the feeling existing in the English 
Navy that no adequate provision had been made 
for the study of the problems offered by modern 
naval warfare. Attention was directed at that time 
to a similar neglect in our own Svervice. Oom- 
mander Sampson’s address naturally makes much 
of this point, and shows clearly the great necessity 
for the preliminary study of these matters, and is 
at one with the article referred to in its statement 
as to the non existence of any plan (either well or 
ill-defined) as to the course to be pursued in the 
event of hostilities occurring. 

The War College will tend to remedy this state of 
affairs by crystallizing opinions (now so diverse and 
fluid) in the service, and may enable us to tormu- 
late something like a well-defined policy, both for 
war and peace. The importance of officers having 
an opportunity to hear and discuss the opinions of 
others cannot be over-estimated, and especially is 
this the case with the commanders of our war ves- 
sels and those officers immediately junior to them, 
to whose stock of knowledge the experience of 
others will be a valuable addition. So much will 
depend 1n the future upon the prompt decision of 
the officer in command, that every effort should be 
mace to ensure as far as possible in advance that 
the right thing will be done. That the college will 
aid in this direction cannot be doubted ; the preju- 
dice against it will expire, as has that against the 
Naval Academy, of which the college is the legiti- 
mate outcome. If, as is expected, Mr. Herbert is 
to be the chairman of the House Committee of the 
Fiftieth Congress, it is to be hoped that he will 
see the force of the arguments advanced in behalf 
of the college and of Newport as its proper location, 
and will not oppose the granting of the modest sum 
asked to put the buildings in proper repair and keep 
them so. So long as the roof does not tumble in, 
and the walls serve to protect the inmates from 
the storms of heaven, so long, doubtless, will the 
lectures continue from year to year. With or with-

GOVERNOR'S ISLAND. 


Our neighbor the New York Herald attempted 
a few days ago, ip an elaborate article upon Gov 
ernor’s Island, to show that in the cession of that 
island to the United States, the State had reserved 
to itself a jurisdiction which differed so greatly 
from the jurisdiction reserved by other States over 
their like grants of land for military uses, as toshow 
that New York very plainly intended some time in 
tse future to regain possession of its property. [he 
Herald went on to argue that there would be no 
better time to do so than the present. To quote its 
language: ‘‘It would appear that it must have been 
in the minds of some of the legislators of that day 
(1800) that the city might some time want Gov- 
ernor’s Island back again. Else why should the 
act have provided that the State still had a certain 
jurisdiction over the Island? Such a provision is 
unique. There is no other military post in the 
United States—except in a modified way at Sandy 
Hook—where the State courts have any jurisdiction 
over a United States reservation.” 

In this enunciation of the law the Herald goes 
astray. The proviso attached to the act of cession 
is as follows: ‘Provided that this cession shall not 
extend to prevent the execution of any process, civil 
or criminal, issuing under the authority of this 
State, but that such process may be served and 
executed iu the said Island, anything herein con- 
tained notwithstanding.” 

So far from this being ‘‘unique,” the fact is that 
it, or a proviso identical in meaning, has been at- 
tached to every cession made by States in the Union 
to the United States, for military purposes, from 
the beginning of the Government to the present day. 
The jurisdiction of New York over Governor’s 
Island and the other islands in the Harbor is’ pre- 
cisely like—neither more nor less—that of every other 
State of the Union over tts ceded lauds. It may serve 
civil processes thereon ; it may arrest criminals who 
have fled thither for refuge; and so may every other 
State do upon its ceded lands. Repeated decisions 
of the Courts of the United States have settled this 
beyond controversy. 

The whole question is really settled by the United 
States Constitution : ‘‘Congress shall have power 
to exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatso- 
ever over all places purchased by the con- 
sent of the Legislature of the State in which the 
same shall be, for the erection of forts, magazines, 
arsenals, dock-yards, and other needful buildings.’’ 
(Art. 1, sec. 8, par. 17.) Judge Story indeed 
doubted whether, under this clause, Congress was 
at liberty to purchase lands with the consent of 
a State, under any qualification of that consent 
which would deprive them of exclusive legislation 
over the place. But the Supreme Oourt held that 
exclusive jurisdiction means exclusive legislation, 
and vice versa, and that the retention by a State of 
the right to serve process within its ceded lands, 
was not a reservation of sovereignty or jurisdiction 
over them. All haveit. See what is said by Kent 
(vol. 1, p. 429): ‘‘The question which has arisen on 
the subject was as to the effect of the proviso or reser- 
vation usually annexed to the consent of the State, 
that all civil and criminal process, issued under the 
authority of the State, might be executed on the 
lands so ceded, in like manner as if the cession had 
not been made. This point was much discussed in 
the Circuit Court of the United States, in the case 
of U.S. vs. Cornell. (2 Mason 70-91, U.S. v. 
Davis, 5 ib., 356.) ‘It was held that a purchase of 
lands within the jurisdiction of a State, with the 
consent of the State, for the national purposes con- 
templated by the Constitution, did, ipso facto, by 
the very terms of the Constitution, fall within the 
exclusive legislation of Congress, and that the State 
jurisdiction was completely ousted. What then is 
the true intent and effect of the saving clause an- 
nexed to the cessions? It does not imply the res- 
ervation of any concurrent jurisdiction or legisla- 
tion, or that the State retained aright to punish 
for acts done within the ceded lands. The whole 
apparent object of the proviso was to prevent the 
ceded lands from becoming a sanctuary for fugitives

JSrom justice for acts done within the acknowledged 
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jurisdiction of the State; and such permission to 


execute process 1s not incompatible with exclusive 
sovereignty and jurisdiction. The acceptance of a 
cession with this resetvation amounts to an agree- 
ment of the new sovereign to permit the free exer- 
cise of such process as being, guoad hoc, its own 
process.” 

In view of the authorities quoted above, the ex- 
pression that “‘ such a provision is unique and that 
there is no other military post except Sandy Hook 
where the State Courts have any jurisdiction over a 
United States reservation,” is, of course, entirely 
absurd. 








TORPEDO COAST DEFENCE. 


IT seems to be conceded that among the recent 
British naval manosuvres those performed with the 
torpedo-boats were about the most suggestive. There 
were thirty-eight of these boats in service, and one 
of the good results was that of setting the officers 
to study the coasts, with a view to their defensive 
possibilities. The Army and Navy Gazette thinks 
it would be an excellent plan if every year the Ad- 
miralty formed a flotilla, and sent it round a part 
of the English coast, with orders for the officers to 
draw up topographical reports. Then, in time of 
war, they might be found thoroughly familiar with 
all the bays, rivers and headlands, would know 
where their boats could lie hidden in sheltered 
places, and if an enemy’s cruiser appeared be ready 
to dash out and destroy her. It holds that there 
should be torpedo depots in all the principal rivers 
and ports in the United Kingdom, and torpedo-boats 
in readiness. Oncea year at least these boats should 
be fully manned and go out for practice, meeting 
and having night attacks on the fleets at the 
southern ports. In the recent mancuvres a mistake 
is thought to have been made by not giving Captain 
Long more time. He was ordered to attack Spithead 
and Portland on the nights of the 11th and 12th ; 
and so, having attacked Spithead on the 11th, the 
vessels at Portland were perfectly well aware that 
he must attack them on the 12th. With a week to 
prepare his plans, probably the one adopted would 
have been to continually harass and worry the 
squadrons by feints with two or three boats at a 
time, and after this had been repeated for several 
days, an attack on both places simultaneously in 
favorable weather, would probably have been more 
efficacious. 

The same critic holds that ‘‘ the absolute neces- 
sity for having a ‘catcher’ hke the Rattlesnake ac- 
companying each flotilla to force, if necessary, a 
passage through booms, etc., was clearly demon- 
strated at the night attack on Portland. The boats 
themselves are too weak to attempt such a stroke. 
There should be a ‘catcher’ to every eight boats. 
The usefulness of arming torpedo boats with guus 
was very apparent also, for Nos. 80 and 81 would 
have done much destruction to the attacking 
boats. There is, however, one subject that should 
seriously engage the attention of the authorities, 
and that is the want of a suitable harbor for ships 
and boats defending the Bristol Channel, and for 
boats at the eastern end of the British Channel. For 
the former purpose, Lundy Island is well situated ; 
a breakwater could be run out at either end of the 
island and fortified, all at a comparatively trifling 
cost. For the latter business, some port is wanted 
between Portsmouth and Dover. Before leaving 
the subject of torpedo manceuvres, we must call at- 
tention to the absence of collisions, or any but 
minor accidents. Taking into account that boats 
were running night and day, in bad weather and in 
waters requiring the most careful navigation, it re- 
flects the highest credit on all the officers concerned. 
That during the night attacks, when obstacles of all 
kinds were placed in every conceivable position with 
the object of frustrating the attack, with theelec- 
tric light used in every possible way to baffle the 
attacking force, and taking into consideration that 
the boats were running at a speed of about eighteen 
knots an hour, and attacked on all sides by secopd- 
class torpedo and guard boats, it is indeed surpris- 
ing that no collisions occurred.” Since our own 
Navy has begun to see its way open towards posses- 
sing a torpedo fleet, these points in British experi- 
ence will possess interest also on this side of the 





ocean. 
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OUR TERRITORY OF ALASKA. 

THosEe who recall the questions raised as to the 
advisability of accepting Russia’s offer of Alaska, 
at the time Mr. Seward negotiated the purchase of 
that territory for seven millions, may well wonder, 
in the light of present experience, how it was pos- 
sible to doubt. Its value is made more apparent by 
the increasing appreciation of its importance mani- 
fested by the English. Our London contemporary, 
Engineering, ascribes their failure to obtain the 
territory when it was for sale to neglect, but in this 
the English are scarcely just to themselves. We 
doubt whether Russia would have been disposed to 
sell it to them at any price. She was quite willing we 
should have Alaska, for that secured its neutrality 
in the event of war and relieved her from the bur- 
den of its defence. Why, in the name of Heaven, 
plaintively exclaims our contemporary, ‘* when 


Alaska was in the market in 1867, did 
we, the British people, ever permit the 
Americans to get possession of it, and thus 


hem us in between two fires. And not only this, 
but the whole of the western coast line of Canada, 
from the 55th parallel northwards, is in the hands 
of the Americans. Commercially speaking, even at 
the present time, when it is quite undeveloped, 
Alaska is a success. The Americans paid $7,200,000 
for it, and from one sealing company alone, they 
get an amount equivalent to 44 per cent. on this 
money. However, it is no use groaning at the mis- 
takes of the past—we would have our hands full in- 
deed if we we were to do that.” 

The question of boundary between Alaska and the 
Canadian Northwest is beginning to disturb the Eng- 
lish. It is not impossible that this may settle itselt 
if matters in British Columbia continue as they are. 
Why does not England do as Russia has done, and 
turn over to us a territory which is of so little use 
to her, which she cannot defend in case of war, and 
which by natural sympathy and affiliation, as well 
as by the inevitable gravitation of commercial in- 
terest, is hastening to unite her fortunes with ours ? 
Suppose British Columbia were compelled at any 
time to choose between non-intercourse with the 
United States, and making common cause with us 
against the mother country, is her loyalty of that 
fervid sort which would stand the test? And if it 
is not to be depended upon is it worth while to face 
the possibility of having to dispute the possession of 
a distant province whose sole value is in its cordial 
devotion to the interests of the British Empire ? 

The mineral discoveries in Alaska are making 
that territory increasingly valuable each year, and 
as it grows in population and importance the value 
of British Columbia as a dependency of England 
lessens. One Alaska mine, the Treadwell, on Doug- 
las [sland, in Lynn Channel, near the British boun- 
dary, is reported to yield an average of $67,500, 
more than one-half of it from the concentrated sul- 
phurets crushed on the spot. Besides, gold, silver, 
copper, lead, and iron have been discovered in the 
country between the Tukon River and Mount St. 
Elias, which lies west of it. So the time is not dis- 
tant when Alaska will yearly yield to the public 
treasury the full amount of its original purchase 
money, taking the percentage of revenue to each 

unit of population as the basis of the computation. 








AccorDING to the New York Herald, Secretary 
Whitney recently said to one of its reporters: ** Ad- 
miral Luce will undoubtedly be retained in his 
present position in the North Atlantio Squadron. I 
am going to stay here at Lenox until Tuesday, when 
Ishall go to New York to attend to some naval 
matters which are to come up for consideration 
Thursday, after which I expect to g0 on to Wash- 
ington, and then this Luce matter will be brought 
up for consideration. There were numerous stories 
printed about this matter while I was at Bar Har- 
bor, and some of the newspapers printed what pur- 
ported to be interviews with me regarding the 
questions, but they were all of them fictitious, for I 
— no talk with any newspaper man upon this

“ [think the scheme of * Autumnal Manceuvres’ would be 
an inducement to men to enter the National Guard, especi- 
ally young men. I know in my own company the men are 
more anxious to drill about the time for the encampment 
than any other. I can get a larger number to attend the 
drill meetings; they want to make a ,ood appearance. I 
should think a bill as proposed by Lient. G. N. Whistler, if 
a law. would do more to strengthen the National Guard than 
anything else; young men would, in my opinion, be very 

tad to enlist, for the opportunity it would give them to at- 
tend the yearly gathering of the Mititary and Naval forces. 
ere would be no difficulty in having full companies of 
yer men; it would give officers and men an insight into the 
uties that would be required of them in active service; the 
transportation to ard from the rendezvous, the camp aud 
drill in brigade and division movements, all under the eye 
of old and trained U. 8. Army officers, would teach a lesson 
that would not soon be forgotten.” 

Brig.-Gen. Chas. Fitz Simons, Ist Brig., Mlinois N. G., Chi- 
cago: “ A week or ten days’ training upon suitable grounds 
that would give the officers and men some idea of Grand 
Tactics is necessary once a year. Whether or not it should be 
in connection with troops of the Regular Army is a doubt- 
ful question in my mind, While upon this general subject I 
take the opportunity of stating that the action of your Ad- 

utant-General of the State of New York bas been a great 
njury tothe N. G. of the various States, ani bas worked 
great injury already in this very subject of the instruction 
and movements of large bodies of troops. His regimental 
encampments of the National Guard of the State of New 
York, with himself as post commander, have been the laugh- 
ing stock of military men throughout the United States.

This would not be so bad were it 
not that others in like positions copy after New York, the Em- 
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ae Governor, but he must be chief factotum of the whole 


orece. Allow me to that before you can expect to do 
much with the National Guard upon any broad basis you 
must allow the legitimate Army organizations, viz.: Brigades 
and Divisions, to assert themselves. The idea that a great 
State like New York can only undertake regimental encamp- 
ments shows a sorew loose in the machinery.” 

Lieut.-Col. Thos. C. Clarke, 1. R. P., Ist ertyste, I. N. G., 
Checago: “The main difficulty which suggests itself to me 
is this: quite a large proportion of our Illinois Nat. Guaid 
is recruited in cities, and our annual encampments are or- 
dered in Jay asarule,in order that we may haye as large 
a number of men present as ible, and our experience 
has been that this month (July) is the dullest month for 
business. If the matter could be so arranged that the an- 
nual State encampment could be ordered to take place at 
such time and place as would bring it into a scheme, such as 
is proposed, great good might be accomplishea.’’

meeting should be called and a delegate appointed by the 
Governor of each State meet t ber at some central place 
and then agree upon a plan which all can work for. I have 
had some experience with militia legislation in Congress aud 
have found the proper way is to get every State interested, 
and then they can secure their de tions,”’ 

Col. Chas. ®. Fuller, Boston, late Colonel and Chief Q. M., 
Army of the James: * In my opinion the Government should 
hold a closer relation to the militia of the several Stutes, or 
increase its active force to at men, in view of the 
immense territory aod population which it bas to protect. 
The foreign element that has come to our shores during the 
pest ten — will give us trouble if we do nut do something 

n that direction.” 

Col. Thos, F. Edmands, Ist Corps of Cadets, Massachusetts : 
“It will bea t task to harmonize the ideas of the several 
States r. ing the organization of their militia, yet no 
ection can be effective until all the States agree substantially 
hen such a law can be drafted it must be 

ushed 1n Congress by all the States for the common «ood, 
rrespective of their individual preferences, ——- it may 
cause some of them to alter their own systems. Tbe place 
to work first is in the State Legislatures for the uppointment 
of commissioners (military men) to prepare a law which 
these Legislatures can direct their representatives in Con 
gress to support. There is no better source from which 
action of this sort can be set in train, than from your in- 
fluential journal, aided by the officers who form the com- 
mittee organized for the purpose of inaugurating autumnal 
manceuvres.” 

Azei Ames, Jr., late U. S. Vols., Wakefield, Mass.: “ In 
public addresses (notably on Memorial Day)1 have urged 
such reorganization of the National Militia as would provide 
for effective mobilization of all its parts; the efficient garri- 
soning by the maritime States of the U,8. coast defences, 
and conduct of ita torpedo service, and the test possible 
efficiency for a war-footing, coupled with the least burden 
and moral disquiet in time of peace. Lieut. Wh ‘s 
scheme, as I have casually gone over it, certainly comments 
itself to mind as in harmony with my general views as 
indicated above." 

John A. Fox, Architect, formerly Adjt. 2d Mase. Vols.: 
“ At present our militia, with, perhaps, a very few excep- 
tional regimeuts, would be utterly useless for real cam- 
paigning. Such efficiency as they have is largely owing to 
the presence of a few old soldiers, chiefly as officers: an ele- 
ment that a few more years must necessarily deprive them 
of. The chief obstacle to the improvement of the militia is 
the wretched ‘elective system,’ by which the rank and file 
choose their own officers; and the consequent utter lack of 
real discipline. This defect cost us much in the late.war, 
and in almost ye case the most efficient regiments were 
those whose field officers, at least, were West Point gradu- 
ates, who introduced some of the Regular Army ye ew : 
and their best success was attained when they were al owed 
to name their own line officers. [f the exercises you project 
are initiated, it wouli seem best at first to confine the move- 
ments to the simpler details of campaign—show and trick 
drills we have more than enough of. What the men need 
first is to be taught how to mind and how to care for them- 
selves. way to begin this would be to march them 
four a week, making them pitch their own camps, do their 
own cooking and turmsb regular guards and pickets. ‘This 
marching might be a concentration of the whole force from 
various points, ending with a certain distance marched as 
one or more divisions; or of one or more divisions approach- 
ing each otber with hostile intent, and some of the manceu- 

ring incident to a battle. We may have the, good fortune 
to avoid our * battle of Dorking,’ but there is little in the 
conduct of Army and Navy affairs since the War to lead us 
to vope that we should escape again without the same un- 
necessary waste of valuable lives that characterized our last 
experience. The fools who think that the science of war can 
be learned in a day are not all dead yet.” 

Brig.-Gen. C. M. McCarthy, Adjt.-Gen. Minnesota: “ The 
rendezvous of State troops at the * Autumnal Manceuvres’ 
would furnish all the benefits of an annual encampment 
and very many more that they do not furnish. It would bar 
out much of the foolishness connected with State camps or 

drills and as its expense would be borne by the General 

overnment the money expended 1n State camps could be 

better applied to more complete Sy ae eee and elementary 
or armory instruction of the mil uring the year.” 

Major E. W. Morrill, Mississippi: ““My idea is that 
the States be divided into Nations! Guard Distric 
say three or four States to each District, (each State to 
maintain its own military organization,) and that a 
joint encampment of these troops be provided for, prefer- 
a on the seaboard, for the term of fifteen days each year, 
and that Congress appropriate a sum for each district suffi- 
cient to cover the expense of sueh encampment, in all re- 
spects such as is allowed to the officers and men of the U. 8S. 
Army, both as to salary, rations and tiansportation, in the 
several arms and grades of the Service. But the benefits of 
such appropriation shall not appiy to any State troops that 
are not fully organized, armed, and uniformed, and mus- 
tered into service of the State for at least three years—a 
copy of enlistment and muster rolls to be de ted with the 
Adjt. Gen. of the U.S. on or before the Ist or March each 
year; further, that all Regular troops in sai rict 
can be spared from their several posts be 
encampment for its whole term, and that both officers aud 
men when di shall act as instructors to the different 
arms of the National Guard then assembied.” 

Colonel Walter G. Marmon, Ist Cavalry, New Mexico: 
“A thorough and efficient organization of the entire mili- 
tary force of the States and Territories, and merging of the 
same into the military system of tbe Feaeral Government, 
can only be attained by Congressional aid, a complete sys- 

tem formulated and legalized by action of Congress, with a 
liberal annualappropriation by the General Government, to 
carry out the idea. The Na Guard of the different 
States and Territories should be furnished with arms, etc., 
and upitormed at the expense of the General Government; 
in fine, should be fostered and enc by every means 
possible.” . 


Colon] Samuel L. Welch, 65th National Guard, S. N. Y.: 

“Tt seems to me -— 2 - — should pane in 
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are unprepared and unequipped for such service, would be so 
great as to prevent many from taking part in it. The pay 
for six days’ service would not begin to cover the expenses 
of a field or staff officer, and I doubt whether it would equal 
the expenses of any of the re ny Officers. If the Govern- 
ment would pay the expenses I think the officers would in 
most cases willing to serve without compensation. I 
know I would.” 

Capt. Walter Scott, 3d Separate Co. Inf.. N.G.S.N. Y¥.: “In 
my opinicn itis desirable to bring the Regular Army and 
National Guard into as close relationship as possible, and am 
more than pleased to votice that this idea is constantly 
gr owing 10 favor, and that your valuable paper bas always 
advocated it. Our separate companies are so isolated that, 
with the exception of one week in camp, they do not even 
see a battalion drill in two years. I have often thought that 
in order to keep pace with the compsnies belonging to regi- 
ments, the separate companies should go to camp of instruc- 
tion yearly instead of once in two years. The autumnal 
manceuvres would especially benefit us in this particular.” 

Lieut.-Col. J. O. Parmlee, 16th Pa.: “I have long been 
aware tbat the encampments of the National Guard of this 
State, though a better vehicle of instruction than the system 
of any otber State, I believe were as an actual preparation 
for emergencies superficial and inadequate. If we were to 
be suddenly thrown into warfare,i think the State troops 
would be first used, but if no better instructed than now (T 
refer capocially to the genera! and field officers of the Guard) 
we would p and probably receive anoiher Big Bethel and 
Bull Run to put us ia shape.” 

Col. F. H. Camercn, Insp. Gen. N. C., Raleigh, N.C.: “I 
bave examined with much interest Lieut. Whistler's sugges- 
tions and plans for carrying out the proposed ‘mapncevvres’ 
or ‘campaigns,’ and sincerely trust that the Government 
may profit by and adopt his excellent and well-digested 
views, and while without desiring in the slightest degree to 
@Getract from the ideas or efforts of others, yet I must re- 
spectfully protest against the statement that the idea of or- 
gavizing such ‘manceuvres’ or ‘vampaigns’ originated either 
with Lieut. Whistler or the ‘Canteen,’ for if you will kindl 
remember, I wrote ao article on the self samesubject, whic 
was published by you, inthe ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 
nearly eighteen months ago (io April, 1886, [ think), which 
was widely copied by the press throughout the countrv, and 
met the warm endorsement of many of our most promi- 
nent military meu and statesmen. I may be allowed the 
pardonable gratification of knowing that the same ideas and 
views, which I feebly outlined and advocated nearly a year 
and a half ago, bave now been perfected, and are —_——_ 
advocated and sustained by such competent and distin- 
guished authority.” 

Col. Levi K. Fuller, “ Office of the President of the Senate, 
Brattleboro, Vt.”: “To my mind this scheme may be 
brought about only periodically, say once in three or five 

ears. If annually, it must go from point to point, say the 

year in New York, second year in Washington, third 
year, the N. E. frontier, fourth year, Charleston or Savan- 
nah, and then Chicago, and so on. The bringing togetber 
of such large bodies of the National Guard is desirable. The 
work to be performed is very great, and unless skilfully 
done would result in needless hardships and discouragement. 
You cannot march green men fresh from the shops and 
stores long distances, and work them day and night unless 
there is some definite object to be gained, and, as the result 
of such work, actually gained, without making the men dis- 
satisfied with the se: vice. This leads me then :0 say that the 
bighest military skill would be needed in planving, and the 
most accomplished officers placed in command to execute 
the work prepared, and the weeding out beforehand of in- 
efficient staff officers, as well as a larze corps of instructors 
detailed from the Regular Army to 20 withthe various com- 
mands for purposes of instruction, advice, and such aid as 
their technical skili would furnish. Long and tiresome 
marches, long days, short rations aud unreasonable require- 
meots, growing Out of a want of skill from any source, are 
among the things that I would mention that would discour- 
age the rank and file. Among the things that are required 
betorehand is a complete mapping out of the programme to 
be carried out and sufficient study given to it so that what- 
ever was done could be done intelligently.” 

Capt. M. H. Amerine, Montgomery, Ala.: ‘The fall sea- 
son is the busiest ays ofthe year throughout the country, 
and especially in the South (it being the cotton season) and the 
attendance would be small. Spring would be much prefer- 
able, say one or two weeks in May, that being the dull 
month and the most pleasant of the year.” 

Lieut.-Col. C. E. Thompson, Hartford, Conn.; “The im- 
portance of these schemes in proposing to present opportu- 
nities tor ali to familiarize themselves with the requirements 
of actual service cannot be overestimated, and ought to out- 
weigh the possible attractions to some of the lesser require- 
ments of the ordinary camp instruction. Shall be pleased 
to assist in any possible manoer the furtherance of this 
very important object.” 

Capt. Jobn W. Clark, Richmond Hussars, Augusta, Ga.: 
“T can promise my influence, and believe my triends, Major 
Geo, T. Barns, Hon. H. H. Chariton, and Geo. Tillman, Esq , 
members of the next Congress, will support a movement 
similar to the one suggested by Lieut. Whistler.” 

Capt. Arthur Heurtley, Chicago : ** Most of the States have 
a well organized militia, with either brigade or division or- 
ganizations, but the instances are rare where tae brigade or 
division ever comes together and is munceuvred asa whole. 
I for one am heartily in favor of Lieut. Whistler's project.” 

Lieut.-Coi. C. McC. Reeve, Minneapolis: “ After having 
seen, last winter, the great importance attached to this very 
matter by the leading European nations, I um convinced 
that it is not only desirable and practicable, but absolutely

Col. Walter J. Leavenworth, Wallingfurd, Conn.: “Any defi- 
ciency in the department of subsistence would very seriously 
affect the enthusiasm of the militia, which you are no doubt 
aware is what we depend upon in a great measure for our 
success, and this department, [ am afraid, would be the first 


to feel the strain of a new condicion of affairs. This danger ~ 


is no reason why we sbould hkestitate to embark in such an 
enterprise, but [ should hope that care would be taken to 
prevent trouble of such a kind, and do not think it would 
occur if subsistence and transportation is placed in compe- 
tent bands.” 

Lieut.-Col. S. R. Burch, Olathe, Kas.: “It seems to me 
that it would be the part of wisdom to have these ‘autum- 
nal manceuvres’ that the young citizen soldier might get the 
experience and the enthusiasm of the Old Guar!. Our new 
organizations are principally officered by old soldiers, but 
cannot impart to their companies and regiments the exper- 
teuce of camp life and the many duties uf a soldier without 
going into an actual camp for such instruction.” 

Gov. C. C. Stevenson, Governor of State of Nevada: “I 
think the adoption of the scheme desirable. Am willing to 
ped fy A en £0 far as practicable, in carrying out, if 

tt shell be properly managed.” 

Chas. A. Benjamin, Salem, Mass., late U. 8S. V.: “The 
Regulars need acquaintance with the general services re- 

uired of large armies actirg together, and while this would 
also be obtained by the militia, they would have the addi- 
tional advantage of contact with portions of our highly 
drilled regular force.” 

Judge Doster, Marion Co., Kansas: “My judgment is 
against the sch of autumnal manceuvres, not because it 
is undesirable or lacking any of the advantages suggested 
by Lieut. Whistier and others, but because whatever Con- 
gressional appropriation it may be vossible to obtain, and 
whatever effort can be put forth for the ‘nilitary instruction 
and discipline of the National Guard, at least, would better 
be directed to the primary education of that portion of the 
service in the school of the solier and battalion drill. My 
experience bas been with the National Guard of this State 

one, my observation has extended to some of the otber 

estern States, und they have confirmed me in the belief 
that adequate provision does not exist, for the education of 
r ofhcers or men in rudimentary tactics, if. I use 

a of the compantes are quite well in 
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the manual and in cowpapry evolutions, but as a rule they 
arenot. Thereis not a regiment that cap execute credita- 
bly a half-dozen battalion movements. Liberal Congres- 
sional aopropriations applied to the maintenance of State 
encampments, and if possible tothe maintenance and in- 
struction of the company organizations, would go far to in- 
fuse a military spirit among the people, andan esprit de 
corps among the troops.” 

Capt. J. P. Hyland, Kingston, New Mexico: “In my judg- 
ment the time for manauvres is too short. o weeks, not 
including the time occupied in going from and returning to 
their homes, to place of exercises, I should think would be 
short enough time, and officers and men should be allowed 
pay while absent from their several lines of business.” 

Gen. W. H. King, Adjt.-Gen. State of Texas: “In m 
perpen. the adoption of some such scheme as suggest 

no * Autumnal Manceuvres’ is desirable, but I doubt its 
practicability as applied to State troops, and if it should be 
attempted, some important mecdifications would neces- 
sary before this or any similar plan would be beneficial to 
or prove popular with State troops generally. The time of 
year named for these manceuvres would not suit the t 
mass of volunteer soldiery in the South, as our active busi- 
néss season commences about the first of September aud 
continues until Spring, and wany of tke young men com- 

osing the volunteer guard in the southern half of the 

Jnion are compelled 4 necessity to give themeel ves eara- 
estly and constantly to busiuess. Tbe employers of most ef 
these young men would not willingly allow them the time 
necessary to engage in these "nilitary mancuvres, and in the 
present condition of tbe law and public septiment on this 
question, it would be useless to attempt te force the attend- 
ance of any considerable body of wilitia-men for any loug 

riod of time, or at any great distance from home. The ob- 

ection to the time of year indicated in the proposed plan, 
and toe ditticulty in securing the preseuce of the citizen sol- 
diery for the actual number of days devoted to these con- 
templated exercises might be measurably overcome, and 
prohably would be, by having these encampments in differ- 
ent states and sections of the Union, from year to year, and 
requiring the attendance of such troops only, as may be in 
or contiguous to the State wherein the said encampment 
shall be held. The presence of the regulars could be secured 
for any place and time, by au order from the War Depart- 
ment, and this therefore offers no ubstacle to any efforts 
that may be made to render this {scheme practicable an1 
popular. With due deference to the ingenious idens of Lieu- 
tenant Whistler, in this matter of ‘autumnal manceuvres,’ 
I fear that his plans rest too much ov an_assumption that 
gives the State militia throughout the Union credit for 
much more military knowledge than can be fairly claimed 
for them; and for this reason he under-estimates the im- 
portance—to this force, at least—of the duties and instruc- 
tion pertaining properly and solely to a Jarge camp, and over- 
estimates those that are iavolved in his plans.” 

Capt. C. W. Brown, 24 Regt., Mass.: “No large numbers 
from auy one State can participate in the manoeuvres. I 
suggest that it might be well to make some provision for of- 
ficers of the ‘stay-at-home regiments’ to view the manceu- 
vres in order to get an idea of such things, and in a measure 
prepare them for their turn.” 

Maj. W. F. Conely, 4th Michigan: “In regard to the prac- 
ticability of the scheme, there would seem to be wanting only 
the appropriate legislation. The Federal Government 
constitutional au vand financial ability. The military 
spirit and desire for Military education are strong—probably 
never so strong in time of peace as now. Many of the States 
by a frugality amounting to parsimony, have long caused 
their military organizations to look to the general govern- 
ment for encouragement and support. With suitable legis- 
lation and appropriation by Congress and in some instances 
State sanction for the removal of its troops without its own 
territory, there is in my judgment no reason to doubt 
success.” 

Gen. E. L. Bartlett, Adjt..Gep, of New Mexico: “Ina 
paper which you published I pointed cut the absurd limita- 
tion of the old militia law, especially as it affected the Ter- 
ritories, That law is still in force and the Territories are not 
helped in the least by the new appropriation, while the Dis- 
trict of Columbia gets the lion’s share, with an officer of the 
Regular Army cetailed to get their militia into shape to re- 
ceive the benefit of the appropriation. In this Territory we 
have 300 miles of foreign frontier to protect, and scattered 
at convenient intervals about 15,000 warlike Indians ready to 
go on the warpath whenever they muy conclude that their 
interests may be benefited by such course, without regard 
to provocation. And yet we cannot get for our regularly 
organized, enrolled and uniformed militia any modern ar: 
to say nothing of other equipment, but are forced to stu 
along with altered Sharps carbines (cal. .50) and with the ‘long 
‘Tom ’ rifles (cal. .50). However, it can do no barm to agitate 
the scheme proposed, and if it can be accomplished it will 
result in great benefit in every way, to the —_ at large 
who will see that we have some sort of protection, as well 
as the troops who participate. You may have seen that Gen. 
Miles has just issued an order to all the troops in bis depart- 
meat fora similar purpose, the movements to take place next 
month; from which much god is expected. In short, I am 
strongly in favor of this or any other scheme which will 
tend to make our militia usefu', and turn the attention of 
Congress and the peopie to the necessity of fostering and 
encouraging the military spirit of our people.” 

Capt. Paul d’Hierry. Walla Walla: **3eventeen years’ ser- 
vice in the National Guard, with the experience of two In- 
dian campaigns in command of the militia, acting in con- 
junction with Regular troops, has taught me the necéssity, 
not only of harmonious action and higher estimates of each 
Other, but the urgent peed of experience on the part of the 
citizen soldierv.” 


Byt. Brig.-Gen. H. C. Rogers, Binghaniton: “ The Nation- 
al Guard is no longera mere force for parade display. but 
contains some of the very best material for ac service. 
Its officers and men are, as a rule, sufticiently well drilled 
to be reaaily hanaled. These results are due largely to the 
excellent drill and discipline of the State camps. e have, 
however. a body of officers and men who are for the most 
part entirely ignorant of the application of tactics to the art 
of war even on the most limited scale. This isnot dge to apy 
want ty «7 or zeal, but simply to lack of oppor- 
tunity to learn. e autumn Manceuvres as proposed would 
be, if properly managed, a grand object lesson, calculated to 
meet just this need, and would afford instruction not to be 
attained at a State camp. TI am convinoed that if such au- 
tumn manoeuvres could once be succesefully conducted so 
as to afford a maximum instruetion with a minimum of fa- 
tigue and exposure to the neeessarily unseasoned troops, 
tne experiment would become as popular with the National 
Guard as the tour of duty at the State camp now is, and that 
there would be iittle difficulty thereafter in securing the re- 
quisite number of organizations for the purpose.”

Maj. C. E. Koch, Chicago: “The only thing I should criti- 
cise in the scheme is the period of ims euggested. Six 6 
may do very weil where troops are stationed within a few 
hours’ run from the point of rendezvous, but if this scheme 
is to be national in its character, and to enlist the friends of 
a uniformly and well-trained National Guard the country 
over, the time consumed in t rtation from and to dis- 
tant stations should baim addition, and paid for in addition. 
But it is time enough to arrange these matters when a law 
is authorizing the manceuvres.” 

Col. W. L. Davis, Des Moines, Ia.: “I can say with empha- 
sis that it meets be hearty approval. The length of time 
inentioned by the lieutenant (six days) would in my judg- 
went be quite limited for anything of a geveral character. 
At least 10 '8 should be consu. which, one 
day for deluys in assembling and two days iaclement wea- 
ther, would leave one week for actual work. I am, however, 
ae in favor.of the scheme, let the time be as those 
w shail bave the matter in charge may deem best.”

Maj. W. T. McGurrin, Grand Rapids: “I think it would be 
a@ graud thing for the volunteer militia of the United States, 
aod I can assure you that I will uze all the influence possible 
with the Congressman from this district.” 

Col. W. B. Bend, St. Paul, Mion: “I bave no hesitation in 
stating that the adoption of some such scheme isin my 
judgment very desirable, and that it is practicable provided 
that Congress 


troops be not taken too far from their homes, as, otherwise, 
too much time would be taken = going to and from the 

lace of operations. I realize fu co the annual camp of 
instruction which we have in this for 10 days, while of 
very great benefit, does pot give the troops any idea of 
actual campaigniug, and that some experience such as Lt. 
Whistler proposes would be very valuable." 

Lieut.-CoL J. J. Bull, Talbotton, Ga.: “I must heartily 
endorse his suggestions and will do all in my power to aid in 
the pas. of such a measure through Congress. I would 
sugwest, however, that, in addition, that the saege be paid a 
yearly calor? of say five dollars per month, and it be so ap- 
propriated, that iu the place of being paid to the men in- 
stividuall yAt be controlied by the officers of the battalion, 
regiment$, or otber organizations. This fund being for the 
purpose of keeping the men.uniformed and properly 
equipped; this would be amply sufficient, and would also be 
as lsum in the way of recompeasing the me. for loss of 
time, and for various otber cootingenat expenses. 
think under <his it would be best to reduce the members of 
a company eay to not more than 40 privates and non-com- 
missioned officers, one captain and two lieutenants to a 
company." 

Capt. Jos. A. Nuiton, Winchester, Va.: “I heartily en- 
dorse the autumnal! plan, and have fora long time thought 
that instead of spending time apd money on fancy trips it 
would be well to come down to practical things. pres- 
ence of the Regular Army would do much to keep up the 
discipline of the militia, and the brightness of many of the 
Volunteer officers would put the Regulars on their mettie."’ 

Col. L. R. Barnard, Newark, N.J.: “I heartily approve of 
any scheme which will instruct and advauce the interests of 
the National Guard. I feel a greater interest in the Guard 
of this State, as the newly-acquired camp ground is situa- 
ted directly on the coast, and is open to the sea, and would 
be a good point for instruction.” 

Lieut.-Col. J. C. Donahower, St. Peter, Minn.: “ Laws 
must be enacted by Congress appropriating funds for the 
pay and subsistence (aod transpo*tation) of troops, and for 
their government and disciplive while on the march and in 
camp, and by the rev States permicting their National 
Guard to participate in such mapceuvres, when held barend 
the limit of their States; and expressly exempting military 
organizations so participating, trom further camp duty dur- 
ing tue year, unless in the line of duty to suppress riot, etc., 
under the call of the Governor. rs have much to 
learn, avd my armyexperience taught me that the brigade 
commander who w well how to march his men, en 
route, usualiy bad them weil in band, and ready and in con- 
dition for any position they were called on to fill.” 

Col. E. P. Briscoe, Port Gibson, Miss,: “ I heartily approve 
the idea therein contained and think the result would be 
very beneficial to both Jars and militia, and would, in 
case of trouble with any foreign nation, more than repay 
our Government for the outlay.” 

prtp<Gen. Cc. P. Cuapase. Adjt.-Gen., State of Wisconsin: 
“In this State we nved a few more years’ experience in ex- 
perimental encampments and a system of required examiu- 
ations prior to commission, before we can spend time to ad- 
vantage on the larger operations proposed. But we are 
steadily going to it and that with pd little outside assist- 
ance, and that confined almost wholly to the teaching of the 
un@ritten customs of the Service, if, in 


even a small part of it. It has been demonstrated in this State 
that our National Guard can be concentrated at any point in 
the State as rapidly as the means of transportation can be 
got together by the railways.

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A NEW ENGLISH J ARMORCLAD. 


THE most powerful armorclad afloat, so far as re- 
gards ber thickness and weight of armor and dis- 
placement, H. M.S. Trafalgar, will be launched 
from Portsmouth Dockyard on the 20th of this 
month. The work of completing the vessel L ereosaes 
vight and day uninterruptedly, the hull being 
se througbout with electric lamps. This illu- 

pation is rendered necessary even at midday, as 
the ramification of water-tight compartments dark- 
ens the lowermost recesses of the ship completely. 
The dimensionsare: Length, 345 ft.; breadth, 73 ft.; 
Fo ae iy 11,940 tons; indicated borse power, 12,- 
060; draught, 27 ft. 61m. The armor belt at the water 
line extends to a length of 230 ft. amidships, and is 


but the thickness of the plates is reduced to 16 in. 
The parabolic ends or bulkheads of the upper cita- 
del are protected with 18-in. armor, as are also the 
turrets which spring from within its angles. The 
armor, both of sides and bulkbeads, is backed with 
about 18 in. to 20 in. of teak, and behind this again is 
a strong iut:er steel skin 2in. thick. The plates are 
compound, having wrought iron backs witha steel 
face. Thoseop thesides taper, or are bevelled off 


The; beneath the water line to an edge of only 8 in. Over 


the whole of the main or upper citadel is a 3in. steel 
deck; upon tiis is built a central box battery for 
eight 5 in. breech-loading guns. The side walls of 
this are of ligbt plates, but tbe ends are protected 
from raking fire by 6-in. armor anda backing of 
teak. The ends of the vessel are protected beneath 
the water line by a steel deck 3in. thick extending 
from the 1-5in. bulkheads before alluded to, to the 
ram atone endand tothe sternpost at the other.

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THE BRENNAN TORPEDO. 


MR. BRENNAN gave a practical illustration of the 
powers of his torpedo a short time ago on the occa- 
sion of Lord Randolph Churchill and other distin- 
guished persons visiting Chatham.

The steamer was going full 
speed, and those on board saw the terrible monster 
making for 2 box at the rate of jecon 23 Bay 
miles an hour. hey all felt rather alarmed, bat 
the inventor, to show the control be had over his 
weapon, turned its direction as it had almost 
reached the vessel, and ran round her stern. The 
torpedo then turned about, dodging in and out of 
some barges, and was brought k to its firing 
point. Those on board thought it was toonear to be 
pleasant.— Broad Arrow. 











FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A FULL ney trial, lasting tour days, bas been 
made of the machinery of the two British war 
vessels Phaeton and Mutine; the results have, it is 
stated, been perfectly satisfactory. 


Apvices from Samoa state that the commander of 
the German squadron recentiv demanded a heavy 
fine from King Mahetoa for robberies committed on 
German plantations, and that the commander 
landed 500 men and declared Mulietoa’s rival, Tam- 
asese, King of Samoa. Malietoa resisted. The Bri- 
tish and American Consuls issued a proclamation 
a:lvising submission in the meantime, but declaring 
that their Governments would not recognize Tam- 
asese. The Germans guarantee the neutrality of 
Apia if their troops are not molested. ’ 


THE Deutsche Heeres-Zeitung says that, with the 
launch of_the cruiser * A,” built in the Imperial 
works at Wilhelmshaven, an entirely new type of 
vessel is introduced into the German Navy. The 
ship is built on the composite system, the frame- 
work wholly of steel, covered, from about a métre 
above the water-live, with a double planking of 
teak and cypress, the lower portion being protected 
by a plating of copper. and itis thus well agapted 
for tropical climates. It is provided with a power- 
ful ram, and its speed is considerably greater than 
that of like ships of the old pattern in the German 
squadrons. We learn that its two compound engines, 
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with 1,500 indicated boc geval, driving a cunt | Tue twenty-four hour system of measuring time 


screw, give ita velocity of 18 knots, and that it 
carries a very large quantity of coal. The vessel is 
beavily armed, 1 provided with electric light, ap- 
paratus for distillimg sea-water, ice-machines, and 
all modern apphances, and will carry 120 men. 


Orpers have been received at Sheerness to com- 
mence the construction of the Pigmy, the first of a 
pew type of composite vessels. The armament will 
consist of six 4-in. guns, and engines of 1,200 borse- 
power will be provided. 


In 1867. the heaviest hammer in Europe was a 40- 
ton one at the great Krupp Works at Essen. Lo a 
the Terni Works had a 50 ton hammerand claim 
that it was the heaviest upon the continent. In 1877, 
an 80-ton hammer waserected at the Creusot Works. 
In 1885, the Johu Cockerill Company had a 100-ton 
hammer; and last year Krupp, of Essen, again went 
to the front with a 150 ton hammer. 

A NEw system of military telephony, the inven- 
tion of Colonel Renard and M. Nothemvber, is wwsen 
experimented with at the Brussels Militarv School, 
Owing to its simplicity and strength, this system is 
said to be particularly adapted to military require- 
ments, a further advantage being, that for distances 
up to one or two miles, no insulation is required, as 
up to this point speech can be transmitted with 
clearness through a naked wire laid along the sur- 
face of the ground. 

THE Temps, in av articleon French and German 
infantry at the moment of mobilization. sets down 
the strength of the former, without counting troops 
in Africa, at 162 regiments of three battalions, or 
battalions, plus 30 battalions of rifles; total. 516 
battalions. In the event of a European war, how- 
ever, 24 baitalions could be drawn from Africa. To 
these 540 battalions, the Temps adds 144 or 152 4th 
battalions, making the grand total 684 or 702 bat- 
talions. It will be remembered that the 4th bat- 
talions of the 144 French regiments were abolished 
the other day, when the new 18 regiments Were 
formed. But the regimental staffs of those 4th bat- 
talions are preserved, and the battalions can be 
rapidly re-formed if necessary. The 18 new regi- 
ments have no 4th battalions, but the Temps evi- 
dently thinks thut they also will have 4th battalion 
cadres. When thisis the case France will have 702 
battalions. On their side the Germans, says the 
writer, have 534 active batcalions, 21 being rifles ; 166 
4th battalions, or 700 battalions, plus 21 companies 
of rifies and 166 depo* battalions.

It seems incredible that, although we have 
been several times on the verge of a great war since 
then, our troops in India—supposed to be at all 
times in immediate readiness for service—should to 
this hour have nothing but the muzzle. loader, al- 
though the immense superiority of the breech-loader 
is everywhere acknowledged. It is true that the 
batteries of the First Army Corps are to be armed 
with the new 12 pounder breech-loadere some day 
or other; but the question is—Whben will thut day 
arrive? The Horse Artillery are armed with 9 

under muzzile-loading guns of 6 cwt., a type that 
s obeolete, though formerly considered rather su- 
perior to the ordiuary ruv of vs of itssize. its 
shells had a muzzle velocity of 1,390 feet per second, 
and were, ior studded shells, fairly accurate up to 
2,000 yards or so. But the Field Artillery proper had 
a gun (they have it still) which was heavier than the 
Royal Horse Artillery gun, though throwing the 
same shell, was in every way an inferior weapon. 
Why this gun was introduced instead of the 6 cwt. 
gun is not very clear, seeing that the latter is lighter 
and better, and quite as cheap. Should a war break 
out with Russia in Afghanistan, the Eoglish treopa 
would go into the field handicapped in this cruel 
manner, only to see their artillerymen cut to pi 
by breech-loading batteries, destroying them almos 
with impunity, from the shelter which the breech- 
loading system affords the guoners,—Army and 
Navy te.
